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Islanders Helo With 
Blue Crab Study. 


The Virginia Institute of Marine Science 
sponsored the regional blue crab recruitment 
study of the Chesapeake Bay. Tangier Com- 
bined School students have participated in 
this study for the past four years. The data 
collected by our students represents one 
quarter of the data collected by V.I.M.S. Our 
collection plays a crucial role in the blue crab 
study. From this data, the Institute is able to 
predict future availability of blue crabs in the 
Chesapeake Bay. Tangier High School stu- 
dents collected megalopae or “baby” crabs 
from July to November. Every morning, stu- 
dents collected filters and replaced them 
with dry filters. The filters were brought to 
school and rinsed three times. All of the water 
was poured through a sieve. The sieve col- 
lected megalopae as well as fish, seaweed, 
and other assorted marine life. Each of the 
megalopae was picked out and preserved in 
saline in small collection jars. Finally, in May,
